1. Were there any Perfons; who might 


reafooably be fulpeéted who were not 
taken ups I know, there have been 
Complaints of Partlallity, in taking 
up fome, of private Defigns to ruin Jn- 
terefts for Ele&ions, of Blank Warrants; 
and the like, tho’ upon the ftriée 

Enquiry, I cannot find any Proof 
made of fuch Things; fome that cry’d 
out loudeft of being taken up to fup- 
plant their Intereft in Ele@ions, when 
they weredet go Time enough to be 
dt thofe Eleétions, .it appear'd had 
little or n0 Inteseft there 5 and others 
being let go,’ found’ their Intereft sot 
impair'd by it, but were a@ually hoe 
fen; vor has any Proof, other than 
general Clamour, been made ikl 
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fach Thing, as Blank Warrants given 
to the Perfons in Truft, by which they 
might have Opportunity to gratifie 
Private, Perfonal, or Party Piques, in 
their filing up and executing thofe 
Warrants. But-had all this been true, 
it does not reach this Queftion at all, 
aad really the miftaking our Queftion 
is one great Reafon, why we runaway 
with imperfeé and indire& Anfwers in 
many Cafes? The Queftion is not fo 
much, whether any People were taken 
up whom there was no Caule to fufpe@, 
it might be granted without Injury to 
to the prefent Cafe. But were there 
‘any People NOT TAKEN UP, whom 
there were good Reafons to fulpe& —. 
If this Queftion could be anfwer’d di- 
reatly, it would pinch hard, and f 
wonder, my Lord. m fhould 
omit fo material Enquiry as this. Here 
would indeed be Caufe to fufpeét the 
Perfons employ’d, and to charge even 
the very Miniftry there, with giving 
Encouragements to the French. 


And yet after all, this very Queftion may 
be anfwer’d in the Affirmative too— ~--- 
And one great Man might be pointed out, 
upon whom without injuring his Character, 
it might befaid, there were the fame Rea- 
fans for fecuring him, as there were for ie- 
curing others——-ButI do not fay, it was
